Attrition (Punchestown 2m6f Istd ch/good) last month. That outing was most 
definitely needed and he's better judged on his impressive 5l Cheltenham Gold 
Cup victory (3m2f110yds gd1 ch/good) in March in which Take The Stand 
finished runner-up, Royal Auclair a further 8l away in 4th, Celestial Gold 7th 
and Beef Or Salmon pulled up. The selection was equally convincing when 
toying with his rivals and hacking up by 3l from Rule Supreme (Punchestown 
3m1f gdi ch/yielding) the following month. A leading novice last term, Ollie 
Magern cracked a cannon bone in February but returned better than ever to 
beat Kingscliff by 134l in the Charlie Hall (Wetherby 3m1f gd2 ch/yielding) three 
weeks ago in which Take The Stand finished 114I away in 3rd and Keen Leader 
fell early on. He won more easily than the margin would suggest and there 
seems no reason why he should not confirm the form on 5lb better terms with 
all three of those rivals. Beef Or Salmon was never travelling in the Cheltenham 
Gold Cup but he's a top performer on his day as he showed when beating 
Kicking King by 3'4l (Down Royal 3m gd1 ch/soft) just over a year ago. The 
selection has improved a good deal since then though.
